We are. at this moment, look¬ 
ing into new ideas that are a bit less expensive. Some of our new ideas are pretty exciting and hopefully 
NOT too expensive! So, DEAR READERS, please bear with us and again WE are SORRY that we had to 
do what had to be done. We shall continue to try our hardest to give you the best we can for the money.
